What to do 
about 
Nojoqui...?

The County Park Commission 
may make a recommendation next 
month as to whether the county 
should continue leasing the Nojoqui 
Falls site that is a feature of the 
county park there, or buy the falls 
from rancher Tito Giorgi. 
Commissioners 
headed 
by 
chairman Hal Bruington are hoping 
to make a trip to the falls in Santa 
Ynez 
Valley 
with 
the 
Park 
Department staff prior to the next 
monthly session Nov. 8. Some of the 
newer members of the commission 
haven’t viewed the property now 
being leased to the county for $1,200 
a year. 
Giorgi had requested payment of 
$2,400 a year for use of the falls with 
other acreage linking it with the 
park proper on Alisal Rd south of 
Solvang About 40 acres is included 
in the lease. 
For 
many 
years 
previously, 
Giorgi had leased the falls and 160 
acres for a nominal charge, then 
two years ago was required, he said, 
to increase the lease figure because 
of property tax increases. 
Two years ago, when the county 
was weighing a decision on whether 
to continue leasing at the higher 
figure (it had been paying Giorgi 
only $250 a year previously) or to 
consider purchase, an appraiser for 
the county put a valuation of $40,000 
on the falls. 
The commission, following its 
October meeting held outdoors at 
Manning 
Park, 
Montecito,

week, 
also is working on 
the

security at Waller County Park 
south of Santa Maria, where groups 
of youths have been reported as 
harassing visitors.

to Ford's 
nomination 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The first 
organized opposition to Gerald R. 
Ford’s nomination as vice president 
surfaced today. At the same time, 
Congress 
began 
a 
two-stage 
confirmation process which could 
take a month to complete. 
The liberal group, Americans for 
Democratic Action (ADA), said its 
national board voted unanimously at 
a meeting here Sunday “ to oppose 
confirmation 
of 
Congressman 
Gerald Ford as vice president.’’ 
Key congressional figures in both 
parties, however, have predicted 
that, barring the uncovering of some 
so far undisclosed flaw in his record, 
the 60-year-old House GOP Leader 
should have an easy time being 
confirmed as the successor to Spiro 
T. Agnew. 
“ Congress should require a full 
investigation into the allegations of 
mishandling 
of 
the 
nominee’s 
campaign funds,’’ ADA said. 
So far, the only question raised 
publicly about Ford's campaign 
finances 
concerns 
an 
$11,500 
contribution to his 1970 campaign 
which he allegedly did not report to 
the clerk of the House.

Van Der Linden said Agnew told 
him the government made him 
plead “ no contest" to the income 
tax evasion charge and compelled 
him to give up his office as the price 
for dropping all of its bribery, 
extortion and conspiracy charges 
against him and sparing him from 
prison 


“ He flatly refuses to say whether 
or not the President persuaded him 
to leave quietly, and thus spare his 
family and the country the agony of 
a long, drawn-out battle which could 
only end in disaster," Van Der 
Linden wrote 
Agnew. who says he has never 
been rich, admits having received 
thousands of dollars from wealthy 
friends,

Moretti has vehemently challenged Unruh s statement 
The total cost of running the legislature, including staff 
help and printing of bills, is budgeted at nearly $45 million 
for the current fiscal year

SACRAMENTO (UP!) — California lawmakers, whose 
travels are ranging from Seattle to Scandanavia, collected 
more than $2 4 million in salary and expenses through the 
end of this year’s legislative session, state records showed 
today. 
Assemblyman John L. Burton. D-San Francisco, topped 
all 119 other lawmakers in the amount he received —$23,221. 
Assemblyman Floyd L Wakefield, R South Gate, received 
the least- $19,350 


The average for all lawmakers was about $20,300, accord­ 
ing to figures compiled from records in the state 
controller’s office 
Assembly Speaker Bob Moretti, D Van Nuys, said the 
expenditures were justified and helped make the California 
Legislature “ the foremost in the nation.” 
The Citizens Conference on State Legislatures rated the 
California body No. 1 in the nation in 1971. 
Legislators have collected $14,400 so far this year of their 
annual $19,200 salary, which rises to $21,120 at the end of 
next year. Most of the amount above the $14,400 level came 
from a $30-a-day tax free living expense allowance provided 
when the legislature is in session

The report, financed by

Hynek and Dr James harder of the University of 
California interviewed by hypnosis two shipyard workers 
who told authorities they were fishing from an old Dier in 
the Pascagoula Kiver when a “ fish-shaped

New oil skimmer under test 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) 
The newest device for 
skimming oil slicks from 
ocean water before they 
wash ashore is undergoing 
seaworthiness tests by the 
U.S. Coast Guard 
The device, resembling a 
waterwheel suspended from 
pontoons, 
is 
far 
more 
efficient than syphons and 
pumps and, its developers 
say, "certainly would have 
been a significant help" in 
cleaning up such mammoth 
spills as the one that struck 
the Santa Barbara Channel 
in 1969 
The machine, capable of 
recovering 
up 
to 
60,000 
gallons of oil an 
hour, 
virtually "sweeps” oil from 
water without recovering 
the 
water 
itself—unlike 
pumps and syphons 
Coast Guard testing on a 
prototype model built by 
Lockheed 
Missiles 
and 
Space Co. will determine 
whether the machine can 
function in ocean conditions 
No oil is being used 
Until 
the 
tests 
are 
completed, the Coast Guard 
is reserving judgment on 
the machine 
The waterwheel surface 
of the device is covered with 
metal discs, like a farm 
harrow 
As 
the 
wheel 
revolves, the discs pick up 
oil but water drips off 
because 
the 
discs 
are 
positioned vertically. The 
oil is wiped off by scrapers 
as the wheel turns. The oil is 
retained in a tank or can be 
piped away. 
The Coast Guard says the 
machine, which can be tran­ 
sported by air, will have to

Earthquake safe freeways 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) 
- 
Restrainer 
units 
to 
buttress elevated freeways 
against 
earthquakes 
are 
being 
installed 
on 
two 
highways in San Francisco 
The project, funded by a 
$592,000 state grant, is being 
done by the L. R. Yegge Co. 
of Campbell, Calif., on parts 
of 
the 
Bayshore 
and 
Southern freeways. 
Restrainer 
units 
are 
worked into the structures 
by 
hinging 
together 
concrete slabs which serve 
as bridge decks, in such a 
way that the slabs support 
each other. 
Ron Maasberg, resident 
engineer of San Jose who is 
in charge of the work, said 
the project was a direct 
outcome of the 1971 Los 
Angeles earthquake which 
caused 
several 
highway 
bridges to collapse in San 
Fernando Valley. 
The disaster revealed a 
weakness 
of 
bridge 
construction 
in 
which 
concrete slabs of bridge 
decks are simply sitting on 
top of each other. The jolts 
of the earthquake pulled the 
slabs apart at the free 
hinges 
and 
caused 
the 
structures to collapse. The 
free 
hinges 
had 
been 
provided to permit expan­ 
sion or contraction of the 
concrete 
caused 
by 
temperature variation. 
Since 
that 
painful 
experience, 
modifications 
have been made in highway 
bridge 
design, 
and 
“ restrainer 
units” 
have 
already been put into a 
number of bridge structures 
in Los Angeles 
The unit is a bundle of 
seven cables, each with 
inch diameter, bolted to two 
bearing plates at both ends. 
The unit is installed through 
a 
6-inch-diameter 
hole 
drilled through the concrete 
hinge to fasten the two 
slabs. The unit is designed 
to leave enough separation 
at 
the 
hinge 
to 
permit 
expansion or contraction of 
the 
slabs, 
according 
to 


Maasberg 


A total of 558 such holes 
are 
to 
be 
drilled 
on 
structures over the two- 
mile 
section 
of 
the 
freeways, he said. 
Work 
began 
in 
March and 
is 


expected to be completed by 
the end of September.

WASHINGTON - In the 40 years 
that I have been covering national 
politics 1 have never known anything 
quite like the cynicism about the 
political process prevailing today.

The opprobrium falls 
with few exceptions on officeholders 
of whatever stripe, with judges 
coming in for exceptionally bitter 
denunciation.

intrigue held up for 
public view to a 
v a st t e le v is io n 
au d ien ce.

TTie public is fed up not with the 
surfeit of evidence but out 
frustration that nothing is done 
punish the malefactors and take 
measures to insure that the same 
abuses cannot recur.

As was shown during the 
Watergate hearings, White House 
power brokers from time to time

Those friendly 
adjectives — able, hard-working,

— 
dropped 
in 
judiciously were the reward. 
In another way, too, the media 
bear a responsibility. That is in 
having built up the men in the seats 
of power subsequently brought low. 
When they were riding high the 
Haldemans, 
the 
Ehrlichmans, 
Mitchell, Kleindienst, even Maurice 
Stans were too often treated as 
though they had been anointed by 
some divine authority to rule the 
nation. Therefore, when they were 
brought down the disillusion was all 
the greater. 
For all this, however, if it had not

particular for the Washington Post, 
the cover-up might have worked. 
Having

press conference after the four-

Common ground by Steve La Rue 
Bumping in the dark 


Maybe it was the very steadiness 
that got the astronauts to the moon 
that also rendered them personally 
unable 
to 
describe 
their 
epic 
adventures in their true enormity 
and 
moment. 
There 
were 
no 
Homers among them. Poets make 
poor pilots. 
But NASA has always needed a 
poet laureate. Here’s a vote for 
Isaac 
Asimov, 
science 
fiction 
writer and scientist in his own right, 
whose mind tracks just a few 
hundred miles per hour faster than a 
Saturn 
V, 
and 
whose 
recorded 
musings, replayed on the occasion 
of the space agency’s fifteenth 
anniversary, packed an equivalent 
thrust. 
“ No 
s c ie n c e 
fiction writer ever 
dreamed 
that the 
first step ( on the 
moon) 
would 
be 
visible on television 
back on earth We 
always 
had 
the 
notion 
that 
they 
would 
reach 
the 
moon and that man 
would 
know 
only 
when .they 
came 
back and told about 
it. 
So, there are limits to our ability to 
predict, and in general, when we re 
not 
being 
completely 
fantastic, 
we re hopelessly conservative.” 
This writer remembers asking his 
father, years ago in pre-sputnik 
Massachusetts, about the Moon. 
Dad, an engineer , said that some 
day it could be that we could have 
another moon, but a man-made one. 
His son lifted his eyes and strained 
to imagine a huge sphere looking 
exactly like the moon, only made 
out of sheet metal and with bolts 
ringing the bases of the craters. It 
was odd, but a purpose seemed 
lacking. 
” ... in fact, what in a sense is most 
wonderful and at the same time 
most frustrating is that no one can 
tell 
what 
the 
most 
important 
aspects of an increase in knowledge 
may 
be 
for 
decades, 
perhaps 
centuries. The greatest enemy of 
the human race is ignorance. It’s 
what we don’t know that limits our 
progress, and everything we come 
to know ... in the end will make it 
possible for mankind to become 
more than a species on earth but to 
become a species in the universe 
with capabilities and abilities we 
can’t imagine now.” 
Here, Asimov, shows his stripes. 
He still believes in “progress” and, 
quaint but true, apparently also in 
the race’s ability to stride upright 
into the future, surviving its own 
creativity, whole. This could as 
easily be called an age in which it’s 
what men DO know that imperils 


them. The Japanese have not lived 
better through atomic physics. 
Albert Einstein was alive and 
curious when the Wright brothers 
were still tinkering on the flatlands 
with 
bicycle 
parts 
and 
dirty 
fingernails. This acceleration of 
technical knowledge, alongside a 
com p aratively 
torpid 
social 
evolution, may have left us with our 
advances as a child is left in a dim 
room to tinker with a hand grenade. 
But, 
echoing 
Bertrand 
Russell, 
Asimov holds that we must press on, 
with kindliness and courage. 
“... It’s so difficult to predict (the 
fruits of space technology) because 
the most important advances are 
exactly in the directions that we 
now can’t conceive ... And if we 
refuse to take those steps because 
we don’t see what the future holds, 
all we re making certain of is that 
the future won’t exist, that we’ll 
stagnate forever...” 
This writer’s first forays as a 
reporter, 
better 
informed 
on 
sa te llite s, 
involved 
several 
exhilarating interviews with Nobel 
Prize laureates and other ivory 
towerists on the Berkeley campus of 
U.C. They confided that, rather than 
promenading toward breakthroughs 
in classic deductive steps, they 
happened on their most startling 
discoveries the way you discover a 
misplaced foot stool when the lights 
are out. Quantum physics and laser 
technology, 
for 
example, 
were 
stumbled over by pure research 
scientists on the trail of something 
else, entirely. 
I ’m very tired of people asking me 
‘what’s 
the 
good 
of 
it 
(space 
exploration) ?’ because the proper 
answer is You may never know, but 
your grandchildren will. ” 
Asimov’s view of the man and 
woman drawings for the outer- 
space bound Pioneer spacecraft 
echo his vision of the entire space 
program:
